Bellefonte, Pa.—Twice within the 
last yea* the mountains and forests of 
central Pennsylvania have claimed vic­ 
tims from among the aviators who, 
almost daily, wing their way back and 
forth across the state. 
Within a few miles of well settled 
countryside, dotted with villages and 
farms and cat up with travelled high­ 
ways, the two men who met death 
crashed into the mountain sides and 
disappeared. One was found days 
afterward, dead in the wreckage of 
his 'plane. 
The other appeared 48 
hours afterward, only to die * few 
clays later from his injuries. 
Charles H. Ames, air mail pilot, was 
killed last fall when, after missing 
the mail lauding field here, his 'plane 
plunged into the mountain side near­ 
by. 
Days afterward, when searchers 
had virtually given up the hunt, his 
body was found, only a 
few 
miles 
away, hidden deep 
in the 
tangled 
woods af the mountain. 
Lieutenant 
Charles H. Bettis, crack army flier, 
was the other victim. 
While on his 
way from Philadelphia to Selfridge 
Field, Michigan, his plane crashed into 
the mountain during a fog. 
He was 
not found until he crawled to the road 
several miles from the scene of the 
accident. He died from the effects of 
his injuries. 
His ’plane also was in 
a tangle of woods. 
In almost the geographical center 
of the state, the region gives little 
hint of the dangers which it holds for. 
the aviator. 
The Alleghenies run in 
ridges northward and northeasterly 
across it. Between the ridges are 
pleasant valleys with acres of cleared 
farmland, 
and wide 
vistas. 
The 
mountains rise in places close to 
2,000 feet above sea level, most of 
them thickly forested, often for miles. 
Running across the state along the 
route of the air mail are beacons 
which serve as guide posts for the 
fliers 
and in pleagapf. weather it 
usually is smooth sailing for the 
pilots. But fogs and storms are not 
infrequent and when the mist drops 
low down into the valleys the moun­ 
tain tops disappear. Then, unless ha 
flies low or climbs high and keeps go­ 
ing, trusting in finding a clear space, 
the pilot has difficulty. It was while 
"feeling his way" in fog that Ames is 
supposed to have hit the mountain 
and in much the same way that Bettis 
crashed. 
The difficulty of locating a lost plane 
even from the air was brought out 
vividly by one flier sent out to hunt 
for a lost plane. For hours he scout­ 
ed up and down the valleys and above 
the mountains. 
"There was nothing but trees, down 
below," he said. "I’d see a light spot. 
It would look like Ames’ ship and 
I’d start down. 
I'd get down low 
enough and it’s be a tree with dead 
leaves. 
I’d climb up again. Then it 
would be the same thing over and 
over.* 
It was a small boy, one of a crowd 
hunting through the wood, that finally 
found the plane.

Bomb Is Thrown Against Car in 
Which Italian Dictator Was

Rome, Sept. ll.—Benito Mussolini, 
Italy’s picturesque premier and Facisti 
leader, today escaped the third at­ 
tempt made upon his life within a 
year. 
Armete Giovannin!, a young Italian 
stone cutter, threw a bomb against 
his automobile this morning as the i 
premier was being driven front his 
residence to his office. 
The bomb struck a window of the 
limousine, but did not explode until 
after it had fallen to the ground. 
Mussolini escaped unharmed. Four 
pedestrians were wounded by frag­ 
ments of glass from the car. 
Giovannini, who arrived in Rome 
from abroad, only this morning enter­ 
ing the country without a passport, 
was immediately arrested. A threat­ 
ening crowd gathered and several po­ 
licemen were injured in protecting the 
assailant from mob vengeance.
